Claims 1-15, 22-26, 28-31 and 33-45 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 22, 28, 33, 35 and 38: 

As argued by Applicant in the Response dated 2/10/2009, the prior art fails to 
disclose or suggest the combination of limitations recited in the claims 1 , 22, 28, 33, 35 
and 38. 

Concerning Claim 1 , the examiner interprets the recited "system" to include at 
least one "remote user terminal" (see line 22), a computer hardware component. Thus, 
the recited "system" comprises statutory subject matter. 

Concerning Claims 33 and 38, the examiner interprets the recited "medium" to 
include at least one computer hardware component, such as the streaming server, the 
personal computer, the headphones and the microphone (see Specification - Page 10, 
last paragraph) and the audio bus (see Specification - Page 13, second paragraph) . 
Thus, the recited "medium" comprises statutory subject matter.

Claims 2-15, 23-26, 29-31,34, 36-17 and 39-45: 

These claims are dependent upon claims 1 , 22, 28, 33, 35 and 38, respectively, 
and are thus allowable.
